Carl E. Pyron, engineer in charge of the 


Dallas 
office 
of the Federal Com- 


munications Commission, says that there 
is "a 95 per cent chance" that the problem 
is with your television set and not with the 
radio 
equipment. 
The 
Commission 


nationwide receives about 40,000 com- 
plaints a year like yours, he said, and deals 
with each one on an individual basis. If the 
radio transmitter is at fault, then you will 
only be receiving the interference on 
channels 2 and 5, he said, although that 
doesn't necessarily prove that the tran- 
smitter is at fault. 


You should file a complaint, naming the 


radio operator, with his office. He said you 
can identify the operator by checking 
homes near yours that have tall radio 
antennas. His office will then investigate 
your complaint, but you should be 
prepared for the engineers to advise you to 
install a filter on your television. 


"Your reaction may well be: "Why 


should I have to do something to my 
equipment," Pyron said, "but the fact is, 
that while televisions are designed to 
receive desired television signals, most 
television manufacturers believe it unfair 
to burden the mass consuming market 
with the additional cost of special filtering 
circuits when the problem affects only 


_ about one per cent of home equipment." 
I 


The statement of a television salesman 


or dealer that the equipment you buy will 
not receive other signals is often valueless, 
Pyron said. 
:'The statement that a salesman sells 


good quality equipment or that there is 
nothing wrong with a television is not 
enough and avoids the issue," he ex- 
plained. "Regardless of the quality of the 
equipment, special treatment of it for 
rejection of strong signals is essential in 
some localities.

they will mail you the forms and in- 
structions for filing a complaint. 


Why is there so much inequity in what 


Corsicana Independent Schools furnish 
their football teams and what they furnish 
their bands? Football teams are furnished 
suits, transportation to practice, and many 
other things. The band students buy their 
instruments (except for a few), provide 
their own transportation and run cam- 
paigns to buy uniforms and supplies. 


The budgets for various activities are set 


on a per-pupil basis and although the band 
budget "hasn't gone up enough in the past 
few years to cover inflation," the district is 
providing about the same financing as 
similar-sized schools, according to School 
Supt. Joe Lindsey. 


Noting that "you can't make com- 


parisions between one subject and 
another," Lindsey said several factors are 
involved in financing the two activities. 
For example, gate receipts are a part of 
the athletic budget and help finance 
football, he said. And band uniforms, with 
the exception of one year, have been 
furnished by the district. Transportation to 
out-of-town games is provided for band 
students as well as football players, he 
noted. 


The way budgeting for the band is set up, 


he further ecplained, the director is given 
a total budget and he, not the school board, 
decides what to buy with that money. The 
district cannot afford to buy all the in- 
struments, Lindsey said, even with the 
help given by a very active band booster 
club that operates stadium concession 
stands and uses the profits to supplement 
the band budget. That money, unlike gate 
receipts, is not a part of the band budget 
and therefore, not reflected in budget 
totals given by the school district. 


Incidentally, Lindsey said he can 


sympathize with the high cost of being a 
band parent and has a trumpet, a flute, a 
clarinet and two other instruments at his 
home to prove it.

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^Sniffing' No. 1 youth problem

An old and deadly form of drug abuse has 


flared again in Corsicana and may leave 
some teenagers dead before police can stem 
the trend, Police Chief Don Massey has said. 


Once known as glue sniffing, the practice of 


inhaling the potentially toxic fumes from 
various household products has spread from 
model cement to include paints, oven 
cleaners, laquers and other aerosols. 


Police say the habit is spreading "like a 


rumor" around local schools and has quickly 
become the most serious juvenile offense in 
the city. Some 15 teenagers, many of them 
with no previous juvenile record, have been 
arrested within the last month while sniffing 
the substances and police say they fear far 
more than that are not caught. 


A 1969 CITY ordinance prohibits local 


merchants from selling products containing 
20 different toxic substances to anyone under 
18-years-old, but the sometimes confusing 
chemical names and the wide variety of 
products contining those chemicals makes 
enforcing the ordinance as difficult as 
complying with it. 


Favorite spots for the clandestine practice, 


such as vacant houses, fields and creekbeds, 
are checked daily by officers, and still empty 
plastic bags and paint cans are found at those 
spots as a grim reminder that abuses con- 
tinue. 


"This thing is getting completely out of 


hand," Massey said. 
"We've had two 


fatalities in the past five years from this kind 
of abuse and it looks like it's getting worse." 


JUVENILE OFFICER Lewis Palos said 


that boys in their early teens, at the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grade level, were the most 
prevalent age group involved, and whether or 
not the vapors are addictive there is a high 
rate of repeat offenders. 


"One of the four boys we arrested for 


sniffing paint Saturday was a guy I handled 
two years ago after he tried to hang himself 
while sniffing glue," Palos said. 


Arrests usually come from the kids being 


spotted by alert neighbors or if police happen 
upon the group. The symptoms of glue snif- 
fing make spotting the abusers easy. The 
person usually appears drunk and sometimes 
violent, and, depending on how much he has 
sniffed, may hallucinate or even pass out. 


But the danger is that most of the chemicals

that cause those reactions can also cause 
death. 


PRODUCTS SUCH as gasoline, 
paint

authorities say. "We aren't going to be able 
to control this problem without the help of 
merchants and parents," Massey said. "We 
may have to start enforcing the ordinance 
(against selling such substances to minors) 
more strictly if we can't get some voluntary 
help." 


Massey said one local merchant, after 


noting that an entire case of clear spray 
varnish had disappeared in a short time, has 
stopped stocking the substance entirely. 


"HE'S GOING TO loose some sales," 


Massey said, "but he was concerned about 
the health of the kids." Several cans of that 
substance were found by police, along with 
some plastic bags, in a vacant house near 
Drane Middle School. 


The ordinance calls for the listed sub- 


stances to be kept behind the counter and for 
purchasers to sign for the substances they 
buy. Those records must then be kept for at 
least a year and be available to police for 
inspection. 


But many products remain on shelves 


because the merchants don't realize how 
many typical products are abusable. Spray 
paint, for example, has become the most- 
abused substance found by officers, probably 
because merchants watch airplane cement 
closely and don't realize that the paint con- 
tains similar 
ingredients police noted. 


Massey said copies of the ordinance are 
available at no cost from the police depart- 
ment. 


PALOS SAID TEENAGERS who sniff the 


substances go through noticable personality 
changes, becoming more irritable, less 
motivated and listless. Grades usually drop, 
he said, and they are often gone from home 
without explanation for long periods of time. 


Doctors say physical dependence does not 


normally develop to the substances, but that 
psychological dependence often does, making 
it necessary to take larger doses of the fumes 
and increasing the chance of poisoning. 


After inhaling the substances, users may 


stagger around, and even hallucinate as 
though drunk, for 35 to 40 minutes before 
falling into a state of drowsiness or stupor for 
another hour. 


"It's only a matter of time," Massey said, 


"before one of these kids takes too much of 
the stuff, and that's when people will realize 
how serious this is." 


Nicholson calls combining two departments illegal

The Navarro County Com- 


missioners combining of the 
adult and juvenile departments 
in the 1976 budget is against the 
law, 
District 
Judge 
Don 


Nicholson said Monday. 


"The 
adult 
probation 


department is an arm of the 
State of Texas. The State 
Legislature refused to take on 
the state's 
responsibility in 


juvenile matters and it is in 
county hands, but the two 
cannot be mixed," Nicholson 
said. 


"The, law provides that adult 


probation fees can only be used 
for the adult probation system. 
The law is pretty clear and I've 
tried to explain it to these 
people (county commissioners) 
that they have no authority to 
amend or modify my requests 
for 
the 
adult 
probation 


department," Nicholson added. 


"PROBATION IS an inherent 


power of the court. To allow the 
county officials to directly 
dictate to the judicial branch by 
the purse strings is contrary to 
the 
division 
of 
power," 


Nicholson said. The division of 
power 
is 
between 
the 


legislative, 
judicial 
and 


executive branches. The county 
commission 
is 
a 
• quasi- 


legislative-executive 
branch, 


Nicholson explained, but there 
is still separation of powers 
between the courts and the 
county commission, he said. 


The question of who 
has 


power over the probation 
departments came in the wake 
of a decision by. the county 
commissioners 
Friday 
to 


combine the adult and the 
juvenile probation departments 
and cut the budgeted expenses 
of both offices in the 1976 
budget. The offices submitted 
separate budget requests. 


"The departments are asking 


for $50,865 combined and bring 
in only $18,500, a deficit of 
$30,000. All our other depart- 
ments without fail generate 
through fees in office and other 
things, enough money to bring 
in a closer margin than this," 
County Judge Rob Dunn said 
Friday. The two offices were 
combined with one secretary 
and 
two probation officers, 


"cutting one secretary and one 


probation officer from the 
budget. 


"THE JUVENILE probation 


office by law is at the discretion 
of the county officials. They 
have the authority to deny any 
funds for use in juvenile 


procedures," Nicholson said. 
"This is what the county had 
done in the past.. . until I came 
into office with a federal grant 
to set up a juvenile probation 
department, trained juvenile 
officers, built and equipped new 
offices at no cost to the citizens 
of Navarro county," Nicholson 
said. 


"I am very frustrated. These 


men who act as authorities, put 
their judgment over mine. I've 
been in this business for years. 
By this budget they have ef- 
fectively cut out the juvenile 
program in Navarro County," 
Nicholson stated. 


"All 
the money and time 


training and getting into 
operation — we're going to have 
to scrap it because they are not 
going to fund it. I can force the 
adult probation if I have to by 
litigation with a higher court, 
but I can do nothing about 
juvenile," Nicholson added. 


"THE ELECTED OFFICIAL 


is in a better position to 
estimate his needs. If the money 
is there he should be given what 
he asks for. This hasn't been 
done. Everybody but the 
commissioners or the county 
judge has been cut to the bone 
for expenses. The county 
commissioners get all the 
money they want for anything 
they want to support. This is the 
first year we've had records on 
anything, and it will come out," 
he said. 


"How 
can they justify asking 


for budget expenditures when 
they never spent what they 
budgeted to start with. This has 
been going on year after year 
with no records to indicate what 
happens to all that money. The 
auditor will be able to bring 
more to light than I can. All I 
know is the records I've seen 
and the reports I've had," 
Nicholson said. 


"The citizens are enjoying the 


same juvenile program as 
Dallas or Houston, ycaled down 
to our needs," Nicholson 
commented. "I am most proud 
of our successes with our 
juvenile program," he added. 


THE JUDGE DENIED that 


the small case load in juvenile 
court was representative of a 
small need for the juvenile 
probation department. 


"Occasionally we have to 


bring one to trial, but the case 
load is not indicative of no 
action, 
but 
indicative of 


superior action," Nicholson 
stated. 


"The ideas about juvenile 


correction have, been over- 


turned in this state. There is an 
upheavel and reform in juvenile 
correction programs. I have not 
sent a kid to a detention center 
in the past two years because 
the facilities are not capable of 
doing what they should do," 
Nicholson said. 


"We have had such luck. We 


are straightening out these kids 
through our program, attesting 
our juvenile systems works 
very well," he said. 


Another argument against the 


juvenile probation' department 
is that it does not help pay its 
way through fees. "We cannot 
require a juvenile to pay a 
probation fee. Some expense 
must be borne by the governing 
body. 
With 
any 
juvenile 


probated, his parents are 
required to pay attorney fees if 
they have an attorney, court 
costs and restitution if there is 
any. In this manner the 
probation department is paying 
its own way," Nicholson said. 


"IF THE 175 probations from 


County Court this year had a $10 
fee, $1,750 per month could be 
taken in, enough to support the 
adult department. This money 
cannot be used for anything but 
the adult probation department. 
Until I was elected there never 
was an adult probation office in 
the county. The office hasn't 
cost the county a dime," 
Nicholson said. 
"My probation officer finally 


reached saturation point and 
I'm not about to let the program 
slip just because he can't keep 
up with these people," he 
commented 
on 
the com- 


missioners' decision to keep 
only the one adult probation 
officer. 


"In the time the adult 


probation office has been in 
existence, the fees of the adult 
probation department brought 
in $1,800 more than the office 
spent. This will suffer unless we 
have an additional probation 
officer, which will require some 
help from the county to pay the 
salary. If the county judge 
would put probation fees on the 
County court probations, the 
department would pay for it- 
self," Nicholson said. 


"PROBATION IS a grace, not 


a right. For any person on 
probation it is precious little to 
require him to pay for super- 
vision. The probation officer 
might be the only thing to keep 


. him from prison," Nicholson 


said. "There were 102 adults 
probated from my court and 175 
probated by order of the County 
Court. The probation officers 
have said that a case load of 75 


is maximum to do a good job. 
There is an average of 175-200 
people on probation all the 
time," Nicholson said. 


"You don't re form anybody in 


the penitentiary. I'm probably 
one of the toughest sentencing 
judges in the state, but I won't 
send anyone to the penitentiary 
unless it is a last resort. One 


thing the citizens can be proud 
of, we have saved a lot of people 
without sending them to the 
penitentiary. We have sent a lot 
to prison, too," he added. 


Legal question holds up 
action on supper club

While the Holiday Inn passed 


its 
initial 
test 
toward 


reestablishing a private club at 
its facility, a similar request by 
the Mark I Supper Club was 
tabled Tuesday by the Planning 
and Zoning Commission pen- 
ding a legal opinion by Cor- 
sicana City Attorney Glenn 
Stewart. 


In question is whether Cor- 


sicana's 
city 
ordinance 


prohibiting the sale of alcoholic 
beverages within 500 feet of a 
.church or school measures the 
distance from property line to 
property line or from building to 
building. 


About 30 people showed up 


Tuesday afternoon for the P&Z 
public hearing on the private 
clubs, most of whom opposed 
private clubs in general and the 
Mark I in particular. 


THE ZONING BOARD tabled 


the Mark I question until 
Monday at 2 p.m., hoping to 
have Stewart's opinion by then. 


Prior to tabling the request 


for a zoning change and specific 
use permit for a private club, 
the board heard four people 
speak against the proposal, 
including two preachers, with 
only Mark I manager John Ellis 
advocating approval of the 
request. 


Representing W.R. Stewart, 


president of the 400 member 
supper 
club, and 
property 


owner Charles D. Nelson, Ellis 
told the board that the club had 
brought economic stability to its 
particular location and was a 
contributor 
in 
taxes 
and 


salaries to the city as a whole. 


Ellis 
related 
how 
five 


businesses had failed at the 
club's location (3007 W. 7th) in 
the past 2Vz years, but that the 
Mark I had been paying about 
$1,000 a week in salaries and 
had paid $600 in utility bills and 
$2,000 in taxes since its opening 
July 3. 


SAYING THE MARK I was 


designed to provide recreation, 
food and beverages in an at- 


mosphere fit for men, women 
and children, Ellis said the 
establishment is "an asset not a 
liability." 


Questioned by the board, Ellis 


said that there had been only 
one instance where club per- 
sonnel had needed to call the 
police, and he quickly informed 
P&Z member F.C. Stewart that 
there were no bouncers at the 
Mark I. 


Stewart also tried to ascertain 


the percentage 
of Mark I 


business that was liquor sales 
as opposed to food sales. 


Ellis said he didn't have these 


figures at hand, but that he 
could produce them if desired. 


However, 
board 
member 


David Brown said this should no 
longer be a consideration since 
the question of whether liquor 
sales were "incidental" to other 
club activities was no longer 
valid. 


A mid-September ruling by 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart 
revoked the city practice of 
allowing alcoholic beverages to 
be sold in restaurants if the sale 
of the liquor was incidental to 
the restaurant's operations. 


STEWART'S RULING lent 


teeth to the 1971 city ordinance 
prohibiting private clubs in 
commercially zoned areas. 


Ellis and Carl Norvell of the 


. Holiday Inn were 
seeking 


zoning changes 
from com- 


mercial to general retail in 
conjunction with the specific 
use permits for the clubs. 


Tom Lucas, as spokesman for 


neighbors of the Mark I, told the 
board he feels such a zoning 


change "would drive residents" 
from their homes which back up 
to lots on W. 7th. 


Lucas also noted that many of 


the homeowners involved had 
lived in their homes for 20 years 
and are "not up to" being 
moved out by a neighborhood 
zoning change. 


Lucas also pointed out that 22 


of the 28 property owners living 
within 200 feet of the Mark I had 
signed a petition opposing the 
zoning change. 


MAINTAINING HE'S "not a 


Baptist minister," Lucas told 
the board anytime people get 
together drinking, someone is 
going to end up drinking too 
much and 
causing 
trouble 


somewhere, be it at a club, on 
the road on the way home or at 
home. 


He also remarked that a 


check of city tax rolls would 
show "We pay taxes, too, and 
quite a substantial amount over 
a year's time."

Bailey defending Patty 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


"They tell me I am going to 
have to pull a rabbit out of a 
hat" to defend Patricia Hearst 
successfully 
against federal 


bank robbery charges, says at- 
torney F. Lee Bailey. 


But the flamboyant Boston 


attorney, who has defended 
such clients as Dr. Sam Shep- 
ard and Capt. Ernest Medina, 
said Tuesday: "That's not my 
impression. I've never seen 
anyone pull a rabbit out of a 
hat to win a case. I don't know 
how to pull a rabbit out of a 
hat." 


Bailey said it "won't be an 


insurmountable task" to obtain 
a fair trial for Miss Hearst and 
that defending her will not be 
an impossible job. 


He said he did not yet know 


what the basis of Miss Hearst's 
defense will be, but "obviously, 
the state of mind of the defend- 
ant will be a big issue in the 
trial." 


Bailey said he wanted to de- 


termine whether the 21-year-old 
newspaper heiress is competent 
to cooperate in her own de- 
fense. 


"This involves her ability to 


communicate," he said. 


Two other members of the 


defense team, Terence Hallinan 
and John Knutson, said in court 
papers Tuesday that 
Miss 


Hearst was "vacillating in her 
attitude toward her parents and 
lawyers" and was impatient 
during discussions of her legal 
case. 


"She would sometimes sit for 


several 
minutes 
staring 


straight ahead, ignoring ques- 
tions that were put to her," 
they said in a document labeled 
"a preliminary statement of 


Insurance companies seek 


65 million in increases 


AUSTIN (AP) - State Insur- 


ance Board actuaries today 
recommended a 17 per cent av- 
erage statewide increase in car 
insurance rates—a change that 
would boost Texas motorists' 
premiums by $112.8 million. 


To the typical motorist, this 


would mean an increase of 
from $8 to $43 in his insurance 
costs, depending on where he 
lives. 


Insurance companies sought 


an even greater increase—24.9 
per cent, which would raise to- 
tal Texas premium volume by 
$165.4 million. 


The 17 per cent increase rec- 


ommended by the staff at the 
board's annual car insurance 
hearing would, if granted, be 
the biggest in more than 15 
years. 


Broken down by categories, 


statewide average increases 
proposed by the staff include: 


—Full comprehensive, 8.8 per 


cent. 


—$100 deductible collision, 12 


per cent. 


—Bodily injury liability , 21.1 


per cent. 


—Property damage liability, 


16 per cent. 


—Uninsured motorists cov- 


erage, 32.4 per cent. 


The staff used a formula ap- 


proved by the board for esti- 
mating how much accidents 
will cost insurance companies 
during 1976, so board approval 
of the increases recommended 
by its employes is expected. 


Increases in the past 15 years 


have not exceeded 16.7 per 
cent. Texas car insurance pre- 
miums for 1975 are estimated 
at $663.6 million. They would be 
$829 million in 1976 if the in- 
dustry gets its full increase. 


The board sets standard 


rates, which vary according to 
the county where a driver lives, 
his age, the make and model of 
his car and the uses to which 
he puts it. Companies can de- 
viate upward or downward 
from those rates after obtaining 
the board's permission. 


David Irons of the Texas Au- 


tomobile Insurance Service Of- 
fice said the industry's rate re- 
quest was based on more re- 
cent data than the board staff 
recommendation. The 
"fast 


track" system used by the in- 
dustry gathered the loss ex- 
perience of 23 major companies 
through June 30. The firms 


write 60 per cent of the car in- 
surance in Texas. 


Last year, the board used the 


fast track method to hold a 
rate increase to 8.8 per cent, 
half that recommended by the 
industry. Gaylon Daniel, board 
actuary, said his recommenda- 
tions this year do not use that 
technique.

chiatric testing of Miss Hearst. 
Bailey said he wanted doctors 
to have full access to her. 


Carter appointed three psy- 


chiatrists and a psychologist to 
examine Miss Hearst to see if 
she is mentally competent to be 
cross-examined on an affidavit 
which she signed. 


The 
affidavit 
said 
Miss 


Hearst was brainwashed and 
tortured by her Symbionese 
Liberation Army captors and 
was forced to participate in the 
robbery of a San Francisco 
bank on April 15, 1974. 


But in a jailhouse conversa- 


tion with a girlhood friend be- 
fore the affidavit was sub- 
mitted, Miss Hearst described 
herself as a "revolutionary fe- 
mini^t."

Allan Shivers predicts UT uproar will soon die 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Pro- 


fessors protesting the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Lorene Rogers as 
president of the University of 
Texas at Austin will give up 
their opposition soon because 
they need her too much, says 
regents chairman Allan Shi- 
vers. 


"I don't think it'll be very 


long" before the furor dies 
down, Shivers told a reporter 
Tuesday after addressing UT- 
Austin law students. 


"Unless they deal with her," 


Shivers said, "they lose their 
only line of communication (to 
the administration and regents) 
for faculty legislation." 


Both the General Faculty and 


the Faculty Senate have voted 
overwhelmingly to refuse to 
recognize Dr. Rogers as presi- 
dent and to decline to serve on 
committees that meet with the 
administration. 


Shivers and two other re- 


gents, Tom Law and Ed Clark, 
participated in a panel dis- 
cussion with two professors, 
James Kinneavy and Charles 
Alan Wright, who opposed Dr. 
Rogers. 


Students packed the small 


law school auditorium. Because 
of a public address system mal- 
function they remained unusu- 
ally hushed to hear the speak- 
ers, except for deafening ap- 
plause for the professors and 


Minority speaker 


says education, 


not busing, wanted 


DALLAS (AP) — Minorities 


want quality education, not bus- 
ing, as a means of accom- 
plishing integration, a Mexican 
American Dallas school board 
trustee says. 


Robert Medrano, who voted 


against the recent busing plan 
by the school board, told the 
Exchange Club Tuesday "there 
was a time when minorities 
thought transportation was the 
only way. This has definitely 
disrupted the country." 


Medrano said that "what is 


needed is to provide the same 
quality of education so minority 
students can deal with the com- 
petition in the outside world." 


'• Medrano also said he doubts 
that a Dallas school deseg- 
regation plan will be ready be- 
fore next September. 


He added he believes all par- 


ties involved in the deseg- 
regation suit will be successful 
in obtaining a delay of imple- 
mentation of a desegregation 
plan.

(AP) — After hearing 15 days 
of testimony from 34 witnesses 
plus four hours of closing argu- 
ments and examining hundreds 
of financial documents, the se- 
questered jury in the income 
tax trial of suspended District 
Court Judge O.P. Carrillo and 
Duval County Commissioner 
Ramiro Carrillo began deliber- 
ations today. 


The Carrillo brothers are 


being tried in federal court on 
charges of conspiring with Ar- 
turo Zertuche, a cousin, to file 
false income tax returns and on 
charges of filing such returns. 


At the center of the govern- 


ment's case is a contention that 
Zertuche, who faces trial later, 
set up Zertuche's General Store 
at Benavides as a sham to 


conceal what would have been 
illegal, conflict of interest sales 
to 
various 
Duval 
County 


government agencies. 


Income from the Zertuche 


store actually represented sales 
made by the Farm and Ranch 
Supply Store, a Benavides firm 
owned by the Carrillos, and 
should have been reported as 
their income, 
according 
to 


prosecutors. 


In closing arguments Tues- 


day, defense lawyers devoted 
most of their two hours to at- 
tacking the character and 
credibility of key prosecution 
witnesses and pleading for the 
jury not to find the brothers 
guilty simply because they are 
from Duval County. 


Shouting and pounding the 


table in the tone and manner of 


an evangelist, defense lawyer 
Richard Haynes of Houston 
made an emotional plea. 


"You 
cannot convict O.P. 


Carrillo and Ramiro Carrillo 
simply because they are from 
Duval County." He virtually 
shouted. 


Haynes accused prosecutors 


of emphasizing that the two 
men were from that South 
Texas county, saying, "This is 
grossly unfair. Everybody from 
Duval County cannot be painted 
with the same brush." 


He launched an attack on the

Couling, who testified as part 


of an agreement with state 
prosecutors in exchange for dis- 
missal of four of five theft 
charges pending against him, 
said Judge Carrillo ordered 
him to write checks to the Zer- 
tuche store from the school dis- 
trict. He said the judge also 
told him to write phony in- 
voices, cash the checks and re- 
turn the money to him. 


Speaking of the deal between 


Couling and state prosecutors, 
Haynes told the jury, "I cannot 
forgive Rodolfo Couling, who 
sold his soul." 


Gonzalez had testified that 


the Carrillo brothers told him 
to use invoices marked "Zer- 


tuche's General Store" when he 
made sales to county agencies. 


Haynes pointed out that al- 


though Gonzalez testified that 
he 
considered 
the Carrillo 


brothers "almost like 
rela- 


tives," He displayed "bomb- 
astic hostility" toward them 
during his testimony. 


Defense lawyer Arthur Mit- 


chell of Austin, who frequently 
waved his arms and spoke 
from a crouched position and 
jumped around the courtroom 
like a cheer leader at a pep ral- 
ly, also criticized Couling and 
Gonzalez. 


Referring to Couling, Mitchell 


said, "I'm not proud that my 
government made a deal with 
him. He's a liar, a thief and a 
forger. He's a thug."

COOPER, Tex. (AP) - It ap- 


pears this Northeast Texas 
town may be one up in a run- 
ning battle with Lone Star Gas 
Co. over a rate increase. 


Starting three weeks ago the 


company sought a 46 per cent 
boost along with provision for a 
fuel adjustment. City coun- 
cilmen simply tabled the re- 
quest. 


In turn, Lone Star Gas let it 


be known that its one service- 
man in this town of 2,500 resi- 
dents was being withdrawn. It 
said a serviceman would drive 
the 30 miles here from Sulphur 
Springs to handle emergencies 
on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday each week. 


City officials complained that 


if a gas line broke, it would 
take 30 minutes to shut off 
escaping 
fuel 
under 
that 


arrangement. 


The company's district man- 


ager at Sulphur Springs, J.M. 
Holland, replied that the serv- 
iceman could stay if the town 
of Cooper would pay his salary. 


City council members, still 


dissatisfied, met in emergency 
session 
Monday night 
and 


adopted an ordinance requiring 
all public utility firms to keep a 
serviceman on duty here. It 
provides as penalty for non- 
compliance a fine of $200 per 
day. 


Lone Star spokesman Bob Ar- 


nold said Tuesday that the 
company's lawyers are check- 
ing to see whether Cooper has 
authority to take such a step. 


"If it's legal," he said of the 


ordinance, "we'll have to abide 
by it. If the people of Cooper 
want the service, they will have 
to pay the cost. 


"Each utility in each town 


must earn a fair return. It 
must stand on its own for prof- 
itability. But we want to stay 
within the legal aspects." 


U.S. vetoes 
Korea 
for UN 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) - The United States has 
vetoed U.N. membership for 
South and North Vietnam again 
because of the continued ex- 
clusion of South Korea from the 
world organization. 


U.S. officials said the Secur- 


ity Council's failure to give 
equal treatment to all three 
membership applicants was the 
sole reason for the American 
vetoes Tuesday. 


The United States vetoed the 


two Vietnams on Aug. 11 for 
the same reason and said it 
would keep on using the veto 
until South Korea was admit- 
ted. But the Communists mus- 
tered a big majority in the 
General Assembly last week 
and asked the Security Council 
to "reconsider immediately and 
favorably" 
the 
applications 


from Saigon and Hanoi. 


The vote in the council was 


14 to 1 in favor of the two Viet- 
nams, with only the United 
States opposed. The vote on 
Aug. 11 was 13 to 1, with Costa 
Rica abstaining. 


Six council members voted 


with the United States last Fri- 
day to put South Korea's mem- 
bership application on the coun- 
cil's agenda, but this was two 
votes short of the necessary 
nine. The six were Costa Rica, 
France, Britain, Japan, Italy 
and Sweden. 


The countries voting against 


a hearing for South Korea were 
China, the Soviet Union, Byelo- 
russia, Iraq, Guyana, Mau- 
ritania and Tanzania. Cam- 
eroon abstained. 


Explaining its failure to side 


with the United States on the 
vote Tuesday, France said it 
objected to package deals and 
felt each country should be con- 
sidered on its own merits. Brit- 
ain, while also supporting the 
Vietnamese applications, said 
the Communist and nonaligned 
countries who criticized the U. 
S. vetoes while they kept South 
Korea out of the world organ- 
ization were guilty of hypocri- 
sy.

City hall landscaping 
progressing slowly

Kenneth Walker, chairman of 
the Horizon Committee of the 
Bicentennial, 
the 
group 


responsible for landscaping 
plans. 


While giving no timetable for 


the landscaping, Walker said 
Monday that his committee is 
awaiting funds prior to im- 
plementation of the master plan 


I Utility company refuses 


to install devise at plant 


Texas Utilities Co. informed 


the Texas Air Control Board in 
Waco Friday that it will not 
install a $36 million "anti 
pollution" scrubber on a lignite- 
fueled generating 
unit now 


under construction near Mount 
Pleasant in East Exas. 


T. L. Austin Jr., Board 


Chairman of T.U., told the 
TACB that installing such an 
expensive device "makes no 
sense" and is a "rip-off against 
electric customers who must 
pay the bill, yet receive no 
significant benefits." 


Texas Utilities is the parent 


company of Texas Power & 
Light Co., Dallas Power & Light 
Co. and Texas Electric Service 
Co. Together, the three firms 
supply electricity to about one- 
third of the population of Texas. 


Austin, former president of 


TP&L, said scrubbers will not 
significantly 
improve 
the 


quality of air people breathe 
and that experts, including the 
Federal Power 
Commission, 


have concluded scrubbers are 
not technologically feasible. 


"Furthermore, 
the 
solid 


waste created by scrubbers is 
environmentally detrimental," 
Austin explained. "I have a gut 
feeling that five or ten years 
from now the public is going to 
rise up in arms and blame us for 
wasting hundreds of millions of 
dollars on scrubber systems 
that spread gook all over East 
Texas." 


Austin told the board that 


"Because what the system is 
being asked to do makes no 
sense ... a scrubber will not be 
installed on the Monticello No. 3 
unit." 


As a result, he added, "you 


may have no recourse but to 
order a shutdown of con- 
struction." 


If a shutdown is ordered and 


the electric companies forced to 
substitute oil for lignite to meet 
customer demands, this action 
would require additional fuel 
costs of at least $80 million per 
year and would add nine million 
barrels of oil to the nation's 
deficit problem he said.

Walker said that his com- 


mittee would be awaiting 
funding from both the general 
bicentennial fund and from its 
own fund-raising drive. 


The bicentennial committee 


has not yet appointed a general 
fund raising chairman, ac- 
cording to Walker. 


He anticipates that once the 


overall committee receives its 
funds, it will, in turn, allocate 
portions to the various com- 
mittees. 


The Horizons Committee had 


not yet begun its own fund 
drive. 


While he expects some 


modifications in the present 
plan, Walker said that he sees 
no major changes in the overall 
plan. One change, implemented 
at the insistence of City 
Manager Dick Ballenger, has 
been the removal of the berms 
in front of the building. These 
little hills had been channeling 
water under the building. 


Unconcerned about the lack 


of progress on the landscaping 
project, Walker said that the 
master plan is "an ideal to work 
toward" and that it will 
probably have to be im- 
plemented in several phases 
over the next few years. 


He indicated that besides 


work done directly through the 
Horizons Committee, local 
garden clubs will also be en- 
couraged to take an active part 
in the landscaping. 


The Ivy League Garden Club 


planted three pine trees on the 
west side of the city hall block 
last spring.

Security 


Local social security officials 


believe there may be hundreds 
of women in the Corsicana area 
who are eligible for Sup- 
plemental Security Income 
(SSI) but have not filed for 
these benefits. 
. David 
Helmer, 
branch 


manager of the Corsicana social 
security office, says recent 
claims patterns indicate most 
new SSI claims are filed by 
women who did not know about 
the program until now. Despite 
wide publicity about SSI by the 
media, there apparently still 
are many elderly people who do 
not know about the program, 
Helmer said. 


Typical eligibles are widows 


who live in their own household 
and whose only income is social 
security or other monthly 
benefits in an amount less than 
$177.70. They also must not have 
resources of over $1500.00 (bank 
accounts, savings accounts, 
property—but not including a 
home and car of reasonable 
value—, etc.) 


Entitlement to SSI also makes 


the recipient eligible for 
hospital and medical benefits 
under Medicaid, a 
State 


program administered by the 
Texas Department of Public 
Welfare. These benefits are 
often worth more than the SSI 
check, Helmer said. 


Potentially entitled women 


(over 65 or totally disabled) can 
obtain information by calling 
their nearest social security 
office. In Corsicana the number 
to call is 874-8206. Out of town 
residents and those living in 
Freestone County may call 
station-to-station collect. The 
office is located at 415 N. 12th 
Street. 


Helmer advises that family 


members, friends and neigh- 
bors of possible eligible SSI 
beneficiaries should ask them if 
they know about SSI.
